THE FORMOSAN VIEW 
When last February’, the Nation alists on For­ 
mosa evacuated the Tachen Islan d s, with the as­ 
sistan ce of the American Seven th Fleet, they as­ 
sumed that they had an agreemen t, in writin g, 
with the Un ited States that because of such 
evacuation , Quemoy an d Matsu would be d efen d ­ 
ed by the Un ited States. They believed that to be 
true up to Sun d ay, April 24, when Ad miral Ar­ 
thur W. Rad ford , Chairman of the Join t Chiefs 
of Staff, an d Assistan t Secretary of State W alter 
Robertson arrived on Formosa to tell them other­ 
wise. 
(In this article, I am tryin g to give the pic­ 
ture as I un d erstan d the Chin ese on Formosa 
see it. I .d o n ot kn ow, of my own kn ow led ge, what 
the Tachen evacuation agreemen t was.) 
As a m atter of lact, the in itial rejection of 
Chou En -lai’s in vitation to talk on a Saturd ay, 
which was n ullified on the followin g Tuesd ay, was 
in con formity with the spirit, if n ot the letter, of 
such an agreemen t. 
To the Nation alists, therefore, the chan ge of 
attitud e between Saturd ay an d Tuesd ay is in the 
n ature of a d ouble cross—“walk the gard en 
path,” as the Chin ese say it—an d they are blam­ 
in g it, as usual, on the British, by which thcy 
mean that the con stan t n ecessity for ad justin g 
American to British policy, or, to put it d ifferen t­ 
ly, the read justmen ts of American an d British 
policy give the British, who d islike Chian k Kai- 
shek, an opportun ity to in fluen ce American views. 
The Nation alists in ten d to stay put which is 
embarrassin g to the Un ited States, because the 
question then arises, will the Un ited States blast 
the Nation alists off Quemoy an d Matsu in the in ­ 
terest of Commun ist Chin a. The altern ative to 
that is to let the Nation alists d o their own fight­ 
in g, the Seven th Fleet watchin g the en gagemen t. 
The Nation alists, will, of course, fight with Ameri­ 
can equipmen t just as the Chin ese Commun ists 
will fight with Russian equipmen t. It will be 
somethin g like the Civil W ar in Spain d urin g 
which on e sid e was supported by Soviet Russia 
an d the other sid e by Nazi German y. It might 
even be regard ed in Asia as a prelud e to the big 
fight. 
Should the Nation alists be d efeated an d the 
Commun ists d ecid e to push on to Formosa, the

THE USE AND ABUSE OF REST 
A few weeks ago I wrote about the mod ern 
method of gettin g patien ts up an d about early 
after operation s, the fewer complication s that set 
in when the patien t was allowed up early rather 
than when he was allowed to remain in bed . An 
ed itorial in the Can ad ian Med ical Association 
Journ al poin ts out that before the d iscovery of 
mod ern method s of treatm en t, rest in bed was 
often the on ly treatm en t available an d that it is 
on ly in recen t years that the d an gers of rest 
have been recogn ized . Rest, whether for short or 
prolon ged period s, may be a d ouble-ed ged sword 
in the treatm en t of patien ts with in jury or d is­ 
ease. 
The effects on the eld erly patien t when put to 
bed are often quite serious. Sometimes, because of 
shortage of a n ursin g staff, an eld erly person , n ot 
too seriously d isabled , is placed in bed with d is­ 
astrous results. He or she becomes d epen d en t on 
the atten d an ts for all bod ily an d men tal n eed s 
with resultan t stagn ation . Lack of con trol of urin e 
an d bowel or men tal an d physical in activity may 
result from such en forced rest in bed . If they can 
be coax ed out of bed an d reassured , they may be 
cured of their lack of con trol. 
We have also men tion ed the n ewer method of 
treatin g patien ts who have had a stroke in allow­ 
in g them to sit up in a chair for certain period s 
every d ay an d to go to the bathroom rather than 
un d ergo the d iscomfort of a bed pan . Even when 
rest in bed is for just a short period , atten tion 
should be paid to movemen ts of should ers an d 
legs, otherwise stiffn ess may result that will take 
some time to get over. These same prin ciples apply 
to all classes of patien t, an d ex ercises for feet, 
legs an d spin al muscles are a n ecessary d aily task 
for the bed rid d en patien t. 
We must n ot overlook the fact that, in such 
d iseases as tuberculosis, rest remain s the main ­ 
stay of treatm en t as it d oes in rheumatoid arth ­ 
ritis, sciatica an d fractures, but must be asso­ 
ciated in these latter con d ition s with in telligen t 
physiotherapy (ex ercise, heat in various forms, 
massage, etc.). Rest of min d is an other essen tial 
in treatm en t of an y d isease an d this should be 
remembered when allowin g visitors who may d is­ 
turb the feelin g of peacefuln ess n ecessary to heal­ 
in g. 
The ed itorial remin d s us of Mark Twain ’s ob­ 
servation on how man y more people d ie in their 
bed s than when travelin g by train : “Don ’t take 
an y more chan ces in those bed s, the railroad s are 
good en ough for me.”
